To form the slightest idea of the artistic 
status of Vienva. for example, vou aust sub- 
mit to wir ter there. You must submit to be 
baked alive indoors by overbeated stoves. 
then chiiled to the bone by the outside cold;

squares and streets offer the freeest play: to 
brave sudden changes of temperature com- 
pared with which the freaks of the tbermome- 
ter in Eogland are a mere joke: to be steeped 
in the fumes of tobacco-smoke at the restsur- 
ants, and asphyxiated in the theaters, if in- 
ceed you escape with life from the crus at 
the coors. 

It is said of the Viennese that they care for 

nothing but music and eating. This 1s not 
true. No doubt their home is par excellence 
the paradise of the musical dilettante and of 
the dun rivant; but the citizens have, besides, 
if nota passion (they are not a passionate 
people), at lezst afond attachment for the 
play. Here the stage still bolds much of is 
oid cffice of recreator in general, minister to 
the mora! and cmotional training of the peo- 
ple—an cflice Which among us is said to 
have been superseded by light literature. 
And if their dramatic artis not, like their 
good music and their good dinuers, simply in- 
ccmparable, there is at least one dramatic 
institution bere wortby ofall honor and of 
special interest to us just now when the sub- 
ject of State-subsidized theatres and national 
schools of acting is occupying public atten- 
tion at home. This is the Hof Burg Theatre, 
the Comedie Francaise of Vienna,anfestablish- 
ment more than a century old, originaily 
constructed after the modelof its French 
forerunrer, though its rule has been modified 
since, and not forthe better, it is said. A 
Court Theater like that at Vienna has its dis- 
advanteges, asthe manager is bampered by 
the liability to interference from court offi- 
cials. Still, all over Germany itis famed aad 
esteemed, and justly. Here we have the 
spectacle ofa tirst-class theater working to

Prison Labor in Georgia. 
From the New York Times. 

A referencetothe penitentiary records of 
Geo) gia reveals the fact that in 18060 there 
were only 0 convicts in that State. In 1872 
Gov. Smith reported tothe Legislature that 
the number bad increased to 475, and added: 
**This marked increase is not due to augmen- 
tation of erime iu the State, but to a more 
rigid and proper enforcement of the laws.’’ 
In 1875, from what cause is not stated, the 
number of convicts had increased to 725. in 
1876 to 923. in 1877 to 1,441, and in 1877 to 
1,500. How is this astonishing increase of 
criminals in acommonwealth which is repre- 
sented as peculiarly prosperous and law- 
abiding to be accounted for? This question 
bas frequently been asked, but for along 
time it bas remained unanswered. Recently, 
however, Capt. Nelms, who has become no- 
toriogs as the chief keeper of the convicts un- 
der the infamous Georgia system, has, ina 
published interview, unwillingly given 
what may be regarded as a very rea- 
sonable explanation of the matter. Comment- 
ing upon the profits of the system, he is re- 
ported as saying: Au able-bodied convict is 
worth }70ayear to the lessees. Twelve 


| bundred convicts are worth 84.000 a year. 


Deducting the $25,000 due the State under the 
contract, would leave nearly $60,000 a year 

rofit to the lessees.’’ Further, Capt. Nelms 
s represented as saying that if he bad fifty 
convicts on a farm under bis lease for twenty 
years he would be rich. He also tells that a 
Mr. Lockett, the Jessee of one convict camp, 
last ecason made 1, 200 Dales of cotton with 
100 bands, besides corn, potatoes and peas 
sufficient to feed them. These tizgures throw 
much light on what has, in some «quarters, 
been regarded as a dark subject. So long as 
the protits indicated can be made by the fa- 
vored Democratic lessees of the penitentiary, 
itis safe to predict that those very powerful 
gentlemen will do ail they can to increase the 
number of able-bodied negroes convicted of 
trivial offenses—at least it can be stated that 
in this direction their past efforts have been 
most successful.’

A Reporter’s Visit to the Mother —She

To-day Coroner Frank heid an inquest on 
the body of the dead infant found last Tues- 
day morning in a vacant lot corner of Garri- 
son avenue and Parsons streets.

A jury was 
secured and the coronertook the jary and 
witnesses to the Morgue, where the usual 
oath was taken;they returned tothe coro- 
ner’s oftice axd began the taking ot testimony 
DR. LAREW 
was the the first witness called. His testimony 
was us follows: About 11 o’clock last Sunday 
morning I was summoned by Mr. Loagtey. 
who said hits sister-in-law was in great pain. 
I went direct to the house, No. 2897 Sheridan 
avenue, and there found Miss Grover in labor. 
She stated that she had been in pain sincs the 
middle of the night previous. About 5 o’clock 
inthe evening I delivered the child and ren- 
deied the usual services. Iam unable to say 
whether it wasamale or a female child. It 
is my impression it was a male child. The 
members of the family did not know Miss 
Grover was inthe family way and whenl 
divulged the fact they were greatly surprised, 
excited end incenseu, and expressed ad esire 
to conceal the shame, and iny impression was 
that they would trv to hide the shame 
of an illegitimate birth in the family. I advised 
the fu mii to keep the child in the house quiet- 
ly. They dia notconcur inthis plan, and I 
said the next best thing to do would be to put 
itinanintant’s asylum Tnatsame evening I 
gave them the address of St. Aun's 
Asylum, corner of Tenth and O0“ Fallon. My 
understanding was that the child would be 
takentothatinfirmary. I leſt aud told them I 
would return next moruing to see my patient. 
Neat morning about 4:30 Mr. Longley came 
to my «ftice and sui the cnild had been 
giventoawoman. Just after the birth they 
were desperate. and would get the child out 
of tue house to shield the lady. I Can not say 


positively whether the child in tbe 
Morgue 18 the one 1 delivered Miss 
Grover ot, but it is about the same 


size and has the same general appearance, 
Toe silk string is exactly line the one Iused to 
tie the navel cord, and, in my mind, | think it 
is the same clild.’’

From this evidence it was patent that Mr. 
Longley was perfectly innocentof the slignt- 
est knowledge ot the disposition of the child.

VOLUNTARY STARVATION. 


A New Jersey Woman Who Fasted for 
Seven Weeks and Died. 
From the New York Herald. 


The death of Miss Martha Terhune, which 
occurred recently at Lodi, Bergab county, 
N. J., is attracting considerable attention, 
especially on account of the assertions of the 
relatives of the deceased thatshe had starved 
Miss Terhune was fifty-nine years of 
age at the timeof her death, had never been 
married, and bad always been regarded as 
eccentric to a degree bordering on insanity. 
When nineteen years of age sheand acom- 
panion broke through a bed in their sleep, 
which 80 frightened Martha that she ever 
since declined to sleepona bedstead. Miss 
Terhune weighed nearly two hundred pounds 
atthe time she began her singular fast, and 
lost very little in consequence. On the 18thof 
September last her mother, who was over 
ninety years of age, was stricken with par- 
alysis, Which so shocked Martha that she 
formed theresolution nottoeat any more. 
During four weeks she partook only of the 
minutest nourishment, and then ceased to 
take food altogether. At the end of seven 
weeks of total abstinence, eleven weeks after 
beginning her fast, she died. The neighbors 
seemed to place the greatest reliance in the 
statement made by the relatives ofthe de- 
ceased. 

Mrs. Gertrude Terhune, the mother of de- 
ceased, who lived in the same house with her, 
declares that her daughter aied of voluntary 
starvation. Mrs. John Terhune, her sister- 
in-law. who attended her previous to her 
death, says: “It was just eleven wee rg be- 
fore Martha’s death that she gave up food. 
Sne had just sense enough to call us to come 
to her mother, and then she went and lay 
down. From that day she never wanted to 
eat anything; she wouldn’t take anything I 
offered ,though I made her up all sorts of dain- 
ties. She would take no medicine from the
